Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer moving image file entitled Do It Yourself With Betty is classified as: 
Unrestricted. 

The publication raises no concerns in terms of s3 or s3A of the Films, Videos and 
Publications Classification Act 1994. The publication is entirely concerned with 
demonstrating how to fasten a drawstring to a plastic bag, implicitly for the purpose of 
securing a “self-inflicted death” in terms of s3B(3) (a) (i). The information presented in this 
publication does not, however, rise above general knowledge that suffocation causes death 
nor, on its own, does an "exit bag" provide an effective method for committing suicide. 
The publication therefore does not breach s3B because it is not likely to increase 
significantly the risk of children or young persons killing, or causing serious harm to, 
themselves or others. The manner in which the film’s tone undermines the seriousness of 
the topic it implicitly addresses may cause discomfort to viewers who are not the film’s 
intended audience, but discomfort is not injury. The innocuous nature of this film’s 
content is unlikely to make its unrestricted availability injurious to the public good. The 
publication is therefore classified as unrestricted. 
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
